Roy M. Cohn, 27-year-old 
chief counsel for the subcom- 
mittee and one of the principals 
in the Army-McCarthy dispute, 
was accused by Robert F. Ken- 
nedy of threatening in a clash 
after yesterday afternoon's ses- 
sion to “get” Senator Henry M. 
Jackson (Dem.), Washington, on 
a Communist issue. 

Cohn denied this and said 
Kennedy, brother of Senator 
John F. Kennedy Dem.), Massa- 
chusetts, and adviser to Demo- 
crats on the subcommittee, ad- 
mitted “hatred” toward him and 
other members of McCarthy's 
staff. 

Mundt, who said the incident 
escaped his notice when he re- 
cessed the hearings for the 
weekend, said in an interview 
“there is a feud which has been 
going on for a long time be- 
tween Kennedy and Cohn.” 

‘Has No Place in Hearings.’ 

“I don’t know why and I don’t 
care why,” Mundt said. “It is 
something that has no place in 
the hearings and it isn’t going to 
have a place in the hearings. | 
They are just popping off and 
they can stop it.” 

But Cohn already had de- 
manded the right to ask a series | 
of questions Monday which he 
said “might develop true facts” 
about some of the things Jackson 
had said in needling questions 
to McCarthy about Pvt. G. David 
Schine and his activities. 

Whether Cohn would insist on 
following through on this Mon- 
day was not clear from his state- 
ments on arrival in New York 
for a weekend at his home. 
Aside from saying he never 
threatened to Kennedy that he 
(Cohn) would “get” Jackson, and 
that Kennedy “is indulging in a 
longstanding personal hatred of 
me,” he had no comment on the 
incident beyond a remark that 
“there’s been enough fighting 
this week.” 

However, Senator Joseph R. 
McCarthy (Rep.), Wisconsin, ap- 
peared to agree with Mundt's 
view when questioned at Mil- 
waukee, where he flew late yes- 
terday to start a round of week- 
end speech-making. 

Saying he thought too many 
extraneous issues had been 
brought up at the televised in- 
quiry, McCarthy told reporters: 

“I do not intend to go ipto 
any Senator’s background at 
these hearings. I think that we 
ought to finish the pertinent tes- 
timony and get back to regular 
committee business as soon as 
possible.” 

Jackson for his part declared: 
“In spite of Mr. Cohn's state- 
ment I will continue to do every- 
thing in my power to get all the. 
facts in order to reach a fair and 
honest ‘decision as to the merits 
of this controversy.”

Explosion Wrecks Room 
of Former Serviceman 


Registered Under As- 


sumed Name. 


The body of Harold J. Sigo- 
loff, a former service man and 
language student, was found 
early today in a room at the 
Parkview Hotel, 40 North Kings- | 
highway, after an explosion in 


the room, which police said was | 


caused by dynamite, aroused | 


the neighborhood. 


It also was discovered that | 
Sigoloff had been shot through 
the head, a bullet entering the 
left side of the head and emerg- 
ing near the right ear. A .38- 
caliber revolver containing one 
discharged shell and three car- 
tridges was found in the room. 
A search is being made for the 
spent bullet. 

The explosion, heard over a 
wide area in the West End, 
broke glass and furniture in the 
second-floor room and shattered 
the ceiling in the room below. 
Police said the blast was 
caused by four or five sticks of 
dynamite, and apparently oc- 
curred on the. bed. Sigoloff, 
thought to have been in bed, 
was blown to bits. Papers found 
in the room led to his identifi- 
cation by relatives. 

Firemen were summoned to 
extinguish a smoldering fire, 
which followed the blast, as 
startled guests fled from the 
hotel. Jack Lemmon, a guest, 
broke open the door to the 
room, and used a fire extin- 
guisher until firemen arrived. 
Damage was estimated at $1000. 
Sigoloff, 30 years old, was the 
son of Max Sigoloff, attorney, 
living at the Forest Park Hotel. 
A Harvard graduate, he was in 
Service on the West Coast and 
began a study of the Chinese 
language while in California. 


He had registered at the hotel 
without baggage on Wednesday 
as Ronald Dawson,” Little 
Rock, Ark. He also had a room 
at the Princess Hotel, 14 North 
Eighteenth street, as “Ronald 
Dawson.” However, his true 
identy was known to David 
owner of the Princess 
Hotel, an acquaintance of the 
elder Sigoloff. 

Dynamite was found in both 
rooms. There were three sticks, 
a fuse and detonating cap in 
the dresser in the room at the 
Parkview Hotel, and six sticks 
and a fuse at the Princess Hotel. 
Israel said Sigoloff had rented 
the room at the Princess Hotel 
since the first of the year.

Another requirement listed by 
Dulles was a demonstration of 
“evidence of concern” about the 
Indochinese situation by the 
United Nations.

He was indicted Dec. 13, 1950, 
by a Sangamon county grand 
jury which made a long investi- 
gation of reports he had been 
involved in a “phantom pay- 
roller” scheme. 

The grand jury had ques- 
tioned a number of top officials 
of the Green Administration, in- 
cluding former Gov. Dwight H. 
Green. 

Gibbs’s lawyer, Arthur M. 
Fitzgerald, Springfield, attacked 
the validity of the indictments, 
and Judge Clem Smith quashed 
them. 

But Coutrakon fought the 
ruling to the IIlinois Supreme 
Court which overruled’ Smith 
and reinstated the indictments 
on Sept. 17, 1952. 

There was a long series of 
continuances. All three judges 
of this circuit disqualified them- 
selves and the Sugreme Court 
named Daniels to conduct. the 
trial. Finally, on May 17, Gibbs 
pleaded guilty to one count of 
grand larceny and the other 
charges were dropped. 

Gibbs still. ‘faces federal 
charges of evading income taxes 
for 1947 and 1948 on the state 
payroll checks. He pleaded not 
guilty to these charges May 27. 


THIRD BODY FOUND ON FARM

HANOI, Indochina, June 12 
(UP)—French Union troops en- 
gaged Communist rebels in 
sharp clashes today in a Red 
river delta sector near the Ha- 
noi-Haiphong supply road: ö 

The fighting began after 
French warplanes bombed rebel 
bases in the region around Ke- 
sat, about 20 miles east of Hanoi. 
A French high command spokes- 
man said the planes dropped 33 
tons of bombs on the area. 


French pilots also flew 80 
miles northwest of Hanoi - to 
drop high explosives and de- 
layed-action bombs on rebel 
bases in the Yen bay region. 


(The United Press reported 
several thousand Catholic mili- 
tiamen repulsed a Vietminh at- 
tack on the village of Vinh Mo, 
18 miles northwest of Hanoi. 

(The village, on the north 
bank of the Red river, was hit 
early yesterday by Red troops 
hidden o nan island in the river. 
The militiamen form a home 
guard recruited to defend their 
own villages in the strongly Ro- 
man Catholic areas of the delta.) 

The high command reported 
that large concentrations of 
troops from Red Gen. Vo Nguyen 
Giap’s armies had reached 
Thanh Hoa, 80 miles south of 
Hanoi, after a 190-mile march 
to the east from Dien Bien Phu 
in slightly more than a month. 

Other elements were reported 
at Phu Tho, 45 miles northwest 
of Hanoi and Tuyen Quang, 65 
miles northwest. The bulk of 
Giap’s forces now were reported 
grouped about 35 miles south- 
west of the northern capital. 

An unofficial French spokes- 
man said these bases had been 
used by Giap as build-up areas 
for the 56-day battle for Dien 
Bien Phu.

ON STALEMATE 


Briton Said to Be Ready 
to Call Off Parley Un- 
less Reds Make Some 


Concessions.

GENEVA, June 12 (AP) — 
British Foreign Secretary An- 
thony Eden and Soviet Foreign 
Minister V. M. Molotov met to- 
day for a private talk to discuss 
the future of the Geneva con- 
ference. 

A British spokesman said 
afterward, however, that the 
meeting had been “inconclu- 
sive.” They will meet again 
later, the spokesman said, but 
not today. 


Both the Indochina and Ko- 
rean peace talks were in recess 
after a crucial week in which 
the Western powers warned 
bluntly that they were ready to 
admit failure of negotiations un- 
less the Communists changed 
their position. Both phases of 
the conference appeared to be 
hopelessly deadlocked. 

Eden and Molotov met as co- 
chairmen of the nine-party In- 
dochina parley to decide how 
to proceed next. Among other 
things, they were expected to 
decide when the next meeting 
would be and whether it would 
be a plenary or a secret session. 

Eden, however, was known to 
feel that it was useless to go on 
if the Communists showed no 
signs of major policy changes. 

Following his hour-long meet- 
ing with Molotov, the Briton 
drove directly to American head- 
quarters to give United States 
Under Secretary of State Walter 
Bedell Smith a full report on 
the conversation. 

Eyes on Paris. 

Meanwhile, the diplomats in 
Geneva kept a close watch on 
the ‘Government crisis in Paris. 
At the French delegation head- 
quarters all work was virtually 
suspended. French Foreign Min- 
ister Georges Bidault was in the 
French capital. 

Some delegates observed that 
the defeat for the French gov- 
ernment might provide an ex- 
cuse for suspending the dead- 
locked negotiations. 

There was a question of 
whether the other nations—par- 
ticularly the Communist bloc— 
would be willing to deal with 
France on a interim basis while 
it sought a new government. 

Red China’s Premier-Foreign 
Minister Chou En-lai told the 
Korean parley yesterday “there 
is no reason whatsoever why we 
should stop going on.” 

Eden’s Pessimism. 

Eden and a parade of other 
western leaders had suggested 
referring the Korean issues to 
the United Nations in the face 
of apparent failure of the 19- 
nation parley. 

Eden said he had seen no 
sign of agreement possible on 
the two chief issues in the Ko- 
rean talks — authority of the 
U.N. and the principle of free 
elections. 

“If no way can be found of 
resolving the difference on 
these two main issues we shall 
have to admit that this confer- 
ence has not been able to com- 
plete its task,” Eden declared. 

On the previous day Eden 
had made a similar statement 
on Indochinese negotiations. 

French and Vietminh military 
representatives continued to 
meet on the question of “re- 
assembly” zones for the oppos- 
ing sides in Indochina in the 
event of an armistice.

Cole Lists 40 Million am 


Total on 70 Apart- 
ment Projects, Urges 
Civil or Criminal Ac- 
tion Where Indicated.

WASHINGTON, June 12 — 
Department of Justice Officials 
today were studying transac- 
tions in which more than 200 
corporations allegedly obtained 
“windfalls” totaling almost 840. 
000,000 on large apartment proj- 
ects built with Government- 
insured loans. 


A list of 70 housing projects, 
on which promoters reportedly 
received loans guaranteed by 
the Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration for more than actual 
cost of the project, was made 
public yesterday by Housing Ad- 
ministrator Albert M. Cole. 

He asked the Justice Depart- 
ment to institute “civil or crim- 
inal proceedings” in cases where 
the evidence warranted. Cole 
added that the list, developed 
in an investigation of alleged 
abuses in two FHA housing loan 
programs, would de supple- 
mented with other names as the 
inquiry proceeds. 

None in Missouri Listed. 

No projects in Missouri or IIIi- 
nois were included in Cole’s 
“interium” list, first to be pub- 
lished by the Government since 
the investigation began April 
12. More listings may be an- 
nounced later. 

A federal grand jury Investi- 
gation of à reported “windfall” 
of $100,000 to $400,000 on the 
Canterbury Gardens apartment 
project in University City was 
called off last Thursday. The 
Justice Department had pre- 
viously listed this project as one 
under study. 

However, an apartment devel- 
opment built in Birmingham, 
Ala., by Marvin L. Warner and 
Joseph H. Kanter, promoters of 
Canterbury Gardens, headed the 
list of 70 projects forwarded to 
the Justice Department by Cole 
yesterday. 

A “windfall” of $29,500 was 
claimed on the Birmingham 
project. Warner and Kanter 
have denied any illegal or un- 
ethical gain on the Canterbury 
Gardens transaction. 

‘Guided by Ex-Officials.’ 

William F. McKenna, a dep- 
uty administrator of the Hous- 
ing and Home Finance Agency, 
which supervises all Government 
housing programs, said the FHA 
investigation “has already dem- 
onstrated beyond question that 
certain promoters were aided 
and guided by former top FHA 
officials in the windfall prac- 
tices.” 

McKenna, who is directing 
the investigation for Cole, did 
not name FHA personnel or pro- 
moters who allegedly were in 
collusion to obtain “windfall 

ofits on inflated apartment 
oans under Section 608 of the 
Federal Housing Act. 

Several FHA officials have 
been implicated in the disclos- 
ures. They include Clyde L. 
Powell, a former St. Louisan 
who was in charge of the 608 
program. Powell's resignation 
as Assistant FHA Commissioner 
was ordered held up by Colé. 

The investigation, begun at 
the direction of President Eisen- 
hower, has centered around two 
postwar housing programs: 

1. The 608 program, no 
longer in operation, which au- 
thorized the FHA to insure 
loans on apartments for mid- 
dle-income families up to 90 
per cent of construction cost. 

2. The Title I program, un- 
der which the FHA guaran- 
teed loans for home repairs 
and improvements, up to 10 
per cent of a bank's outstand- 
ing portfolio of such loans. 

The Hst of 70 projects, in 18 
states and the District of Colum- 
bia, covered only Section 608 
loans. Cole has estimated that 
loss to the Government through

A four-year effort by the St. 
Louis Chamber of Commerce to 
have the Air Force Academy lo- 
cated in this metropolitan area 
reached a crucial point today as 
a team of civilian technicians 
assigned by Air Force Secretary 
Harold E. Talbott made a tour 
of the proposed site west of Al- 
ton, one of three from which 
the final choice will be made. 

The inspection team arrived 
by plane last night from Lake 
Geneva, Wis., where the mem- 
bers looked over another pro- 
posed area, and from here they 
will go to Colorado Springs, 
Colo., Monday to see the third 
one recommended for the West 
Point of the Air.“ 

They were met at Lambert 
St. Louis Field by Aloys P. 
Kaufmann, president, and other 
Chamber officials, and were 
taken to the Chase Hotel, where 
Kaufmann handed them copies 
of a brochure summarizing basic 
information about the flat, 19,- 
000-acre area overlooking the 
Mississippi river. 

Makeup of Team. 

The team is headed by John 
P. Huebsch, special assistant to 
the Air Force director of con- 
struction, and includes four real 
estate appraisers, a planner, an 
architect and a soils expert. 
Military officers joining in the 
inspection are Maj. Gen. Lee B. 
Washbourne, assistant chief of 
staff for installations; Col. L. J. 
Erler, diréctor of construction, 
and Col. W. D. Alexander, of 
the engineering branch. 

The party this morning drove 
to Clifton Terrace, and boarded 
a river cruiser for a 12-mile trip 
up the river, past the palisades, 
to Grafton, where they returned 
to automobiles. Each member 
of the team was accompanied 
by a local official prepared to 


give pertinent information. 
The area, consisting of about 
30 square miles mostly of farm 
land, is called “the Chautauqua 
site” since Chautauqua, a resort 
community, is the only settle- 
ment entirely within it. It is 
22 miles north of St. Louis. 
The tract has been indorsed 
by the governors of Missouri 
and Illinois and by the Missouri- 
Illinois Bi-State Development 
Agency, but some property own- 
ers have expressed opposition 
to having the academy located 


there. 
No Deadline. 

Huebsch said the inspection 
team has no deadline for its re- 
port to Talbott but will submit 
it as soon as possible, and Tal- 
bot, will make his own inspec- 
tion of the three places before 
deciding, probably before the 
end of this month. The academy 
is a $126,000,000 project. 

In an effort to reassure the 
dissident property owners, Kauf- 
mann told them the Air Force 
must pay a fair and reasonable 
price, enough to rebuild their 
lost facilities at today’s prices. 
There are about 75 summer cot- 
tages at Chautauqua. - 

The Chamber of Commerce 
booklet said it was estimated 
that the site can be purchased 
for less than $3,000,000, with 
$2,281,000 of the total going for 
farm land and improvements. It 
said an Illinois farm adviser fa- 
miliar with the area had estimat- 
ed the values as ranging from 
$40 an acre, for bluff lands, to 
$300 an acre for level farm 
lands.

BLUES SONGS REAL 
ART FORM, SAYS 
S. I. HAYAKAWA 


A philosophy of honest real- 
ism underlying blues songs 
makes them a genuine form of 
art, or “equipment for living,” 
whereas the “literary slop” of 
popular songs reflects schizo- 
phrenia, a form of mental dis- 
ease.

The Seventeenth Amendment may 
have eliminated some graft in the 
election of Senators by the state 
Legislatures but it has put party 
polities in the Senate and foreign 
affairs, which is much worse. 

The only cure is to repeal the Sev- 
enteenth Amendment or to carefully 
limit the political activities of Sen- 
ators. Seventeenth Amendment Sen- 
ators not only hamper the President 
but also the House of Representa- 
tives and the state Legislatures.

REA Against REA 

For a $35,000,000 Senate increase in REA 
loan funds, the thousands of farm families that 
depend on REA lines for their electricity can 
thank Senator Douglas of Illinois. 

The Eisenhower Administration cut the loan 
funds, $28,000,000 last year and tried to cut it 
another $24,000,000 this year. These two reduc- 
tions would have reduced the loan funds 40 
per cent from the last year of the Truman Ad- 
ministration. REA itself, headed by President 
Eisenhower's appointee, Ancher Nelson, joined 
in these efforts to restrict its own activity. 

No wonder Senator Douglas said, with excep- 
tional mildness, “It is my impression that the 
present administration of REA is not very en- 
thusiastic abouf the program which it is being 
called upon to administer.” 

The $135,000,000 to which the Senate raised 
the figure is still inadequate, but at least it is 
not a still further retreat from last year. Rural 
electric co-operatives estimate the amount really 


needed to clean up $100,000,000 of backlog and 


fill applications they plan to submit is $249,- 
000,000. This figure is the result of a survey by 
the National Rural Electric Co-operative Asso- 
ciation. Every one of the association’s advance 
estimates during the past five years has proved 
to be less than the total of applications. 

Nonetheless Senator Aiken of Vermont 
charged Friday that “erroneous figures” were 
used to push the increase. He said the funds 
plea was based on estimates for 18 months 
rather than a year and blamed Clyde Ellis, exec- 
utive manager of N.R.E.C.A. Douglas denied 
there was any “attempt to deceive,” reading 
from a table in the Congressional Record he 
said shqwed an 18-month period was used. 

Without sufficient funds, electricity could not 
be brought to farm homes which still lack it. 
As a Still more serious consequence, existing co- 
operatives would be unable to meet the growing 
demands of their customers. Their service would 
be crippled and their solvency threatened. 

As Senator Morse of Oregon said: 


The farm families of the United States 
are in trouble. Their costs of production and 
of living have increased, while their incomes 
have decreased. The rural electrification 
program has been a factor in reducing farm 
production costs. In this time of distress 
the REA program should be pursued ag- 
gressively. 


Notwithstanding all this, REA and the Pres- 
dent’s Budget Bureau asked for only $55,000,000 
in loan funds. The friends of rural: electrifica- 
tion, believing it politically impossible to get 
the full $249,000,000 amount needed, settled 
on last year’s sum, $135,000,000. The House 
raised the $55,000,000 request to $100,000,000 
and the Senate to $135,000,000. 

If the REA loan fund were an expenditure, it 
would be understandable that an economy- 
minded Administration would want to reduce 
it. But the fund is not spent, it is invested, in 
sound loans which perform a public service 
and are then returned to the Treasury. 

Irreparable damage could be done to the co- 
operatives either by cutting off their REA line 
of credit or by installing top REA officials 
with no zeal for the job. 

If no harm to REA is intended, as Admin- 
istration officials have so often asserted, the 
best way of showing it is to demand adequate 
funds and zealous administration.

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Gen. Templer and His Success 

Gen. Sir Gerald Templer, on departing from 
Malaya where he has been fighting Communist 
guerrillas for more than two years, made two 
statements that are well worth the consideration 
of all who are interested in saving Southeast 
Asia from Red domination. He said: 

“I am quite sure our role is to put our own 
house in order and demonstrate that this (Ma- 


jaya) is another country where Communist lures 


have been tried and failed. . . Where military, 
police and public leaders get on well together, 
the conduct of the emergeney goes well. Where 
there is friction no amount of direction from 
the High Commissioner will put it right.” 

The Communists are not nearly so active in 
Malaya as they were when Gen. Templer took 
over as High Commissioner and military chief. 
And that is largely because Gen. Templer used 
a wise combination of military, political and eco- 
nomic tactics that won over many of the Ma- 
layan natives because of the consideration he 
had for them as human beings: His successes in 
Malaya have been in decided contrast to the 
French blunderings and their disregard for the 
natives in Indochina. 

The London War Office has announced that 
after his vacation Gen. Templer will take up an 
“important military appointment,” instead of 
taking command of British troops in Germany 
as he had been slated to do. His success in Ma- 
laya, both as a military commander and as one 
who understands people, certainly indicates that 
he is not only worthy of an important assign- 
ment but also is capable of carrying it out.

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Toward McCarthy’s Ouster ? 


Senator Flanders’s demand that Senator Me- 
Carthy be made to answer questions raised 
against his record and reputation may well 
prove to be the first step toward the checking, 
if not the ousting’ of the Wisconsin demagogue. 

Senator Flanders contends that McCarthy has 
been in contempt of the Senate ever since 1952 
when he rejected the invitation of the Hennings 
subcommittee to testify about the charges against 
him then under investigation. Whether this re- 
fusal by a Senator technically constitutes con- 
tempt may be moot. 

But there can be no question at all that Mc- 
Carthy was morally obliged to appear. Surely no 
man of honor would want to sit in the Senate 
without dissipating such a cloud over his head. 

Lack of time and the change in Administra- 
tions kept Senator Hennings and his associates 
from completing their investigations as they 


Would have liked. With the redérganization of 


Congress, they presented their report to Attor-

That is the report 
of Marquis Childs, a Post-Dispatch Washington 
correspondent, and it is hopeful news. 

First, it is good to know that some other 
member of the Joint Chiefs of Staff than the 
chairman, Adm. Radford, is being allowed to pre- 
sent his point of view on the fateful subject of 
peace or war. Previous reports have indicated 
that the joint chiefs as a body have never yet 
been asked for their opinion on Indochina inter- 
vention, and also that individual members had 
not been heard. ä 

Adm. Radford, who is apparently the leader 
of the pro-war party in Washington, actually 
has no vote in decisions of the joint chiefs. Since. 
his views conflict with those of Gen. Ridgway 
and, reportedly, of the other two members as 
well, President Eisenhower has done well to in- 
sist on hearing Gen. Ridgway. If he has not 
done the same with respect to Gen. Twining and 
Adm, Carney, he should. 

Second, Gen. Ridgway’s vigorous presen- 
tation of the case against war is welcome be- 
cause, in our opinion, he is on the right side. 
Bad as the loss of Indochina would be, the en- 
gagement of our forces in a secondary theater 
while the Soviet Union husbanded its power 
would be worse. 

Gen. Ridgway is on the strongest of ground, 
too, when he seeks to dissipate the facile as- 
sumption that we could intervene with sea and 
air power alone. That assumption was wrong in 
Korea, and it could be tragically wrong in Indo- 
china. The United States should not get into 
the Indochina war unless it is prepared to wage 
a total Asian war and a total world war. 

Finally, Mr. Child's dispatch is encouraging 
because he reports that as a result of Gen. Ridg- 
way's formidable arguments against war, the 
President and Secretary of State Dulles are tak- 
ing a far more cautious line on Indochina than 
previously. Gen. Ridgway is said to feel that we 
are being drawn into an Asian war nevertheless. 
But he could be proved wrong on that point if 
the American people will make their sentiments 
as clear as he did. 6

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Courtesy for the Aldermen 
The allegations against Alderman Ben Oliver 
raise questions that strike at the very heart of

has been operating. 

We refer specifically to the back-scratching 
device ot “aldermanic courtesy.” This gross 
abuse of the legislative process clothes each of 
the 28 aldermen with dictatorial power on legis- 
lation affecting his particular ward. 

If any alderman declares himself either for or 
against a bill affecting his ward, his colleagues 
give him his way regardless of the merits of the 
measure. This may save them the agony of 
thought. But it also sets up a situation in which 
citizens with an interest in a particular piece of 
legislation are subject to shakedown. 

In essence that is the basic allegation against 
Mr. Oliver—that the Sixth Ward Democrat so- 
licited a $500 bribe for his support on a bill to 
sell a city-owned lot located in his ward. The 
allegation has not been proved. The Circuit 
Court grand jury will look into it, as well as the 
circumstances surrounding his leadership of the 
fight to relax downtown parking restrictions. 
Downtown St. Louis also is in his ward. 

The grand jury can be counted on to make 
a most searching inquiry into Mr. Oliver's con- 
nections with both actions. If indictments are 
indicated they should be returned promptly so 
that Mr. Oliver may have his day in court. 

But in the meantime the aldermen ought to 
abolish their unwritten rule of courtesy. Specif- 
ically that means th: Democratic leadership. 
The Democrats have an overwhelming majority 
in the board. Alderman Louis G. Berra, majority 
floor leader, and his fellow Democrats have the 
power to put an end to the practice. If it con- 
tjnues, they must bear the responsibility. 

Unless the aldermen voluntarily call a halt to 
“courtesy,” the people in self-protection may 
have to consider amending the City Charter so 
that aldermen are elected at large, as formerly, 
and not by wards. In the long run this may well 
make the board a more responsible body than 
the collection of courteous back-seratchers now 
holding office. 
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Farmers in Civil Defense 
Is civil defense of no concern to rural areas? 
State legislatures, dominated by rural delega- 
tions, have in general assumed that it is not. 
That assumption has retarded state participation 
in city civil defense programs. In Frederick 
county, Maryland, however, farmers themselves

than many legislators think they are. 

There, a farm civil defense program is under 
way. It was instigated by a farmer, Siegfried 
Goetz. And it has been in progress for six years 
now. The Baltimore Evening Sun tells about it 
in a series of articles by Raymond Thompson. 

This, group of farmers, in the New Market 
community, hopes to set a pattern for the other 
farm areas of the nation. The farmers there real-

Paul Revere, of the fam̃ous nfidnight 
ride, who by trade was a gold-silver- 
and-copper-smith of considerable local 
renown for his artistry. Paul is barely 
mentioned here. 


The bulk of the book is a lively narra- 
tive involving many characters of a 
great variety of temperaments against 
a vividly depicted background of New 
England life. This section is an utter 
delight and a fascinating revelation. For 
here are authentic anecdotes and diary 
reportage showing that our New Eng- 
land forefathers were far from being 
the dour, prim and sanctimonious 
prudes and blue-noses of legend. 


The Huguenots, according to Mr. 
Douglas, contributed much to Ameri-« 
canism by their uniting their skill with - 
Yankee ingenuity and by their innate 
fondness for gaiety, lightness, grace, 
charm and the arts. They never of- 
fended the staider element among the 
people with whom they settled, never 
defied their often very strict and oner- 
ous laws and rules. But behind closed 
doors and among themselves, they 
drank wine, danced, recited poetry, 
played games on Sunday in Puritan 
New England. 

Mr. Douglas gives brief and brilliant 
summaries of the Carolina and Virginia 
Huguenots and of their merging with 
the earlier colonists in the founding of 
a new amalgamated race, the race of 
Americans.

They Are ‘Fully Agreed 
on Common Middle 
East Defense Policy,’ 
Cairo Leader Says. 


CAIRO, June 12 (AP) — Na- 


tional Guidance Minister Salah 


Salem said last night Egypt and 
Saudi Arabia are “fully agreed 


on a common Middle East de- 
fense policy” based on “rejec- 
tion of American or any other 
foreign military aid.” 

Maj. Salem made his state- 
ment at a press conference a 
few hours before the arrival 
here of President Eisenhower's 
special envoy, Eric Johnston, in 
a new attempt to persuade the 
Arab countries to adopt a 
United States-sponsored plan for 
Arab-Israeli joint use of the 
river Jordan. 


Salem had just returned from 
a four-day state visit to Saudi 
Arabia, where he had several 
long conferences with King 
Saud on problems of the Arab 
world. 

Salem said an. Egyptian- 
Arabian joint defense policy 
agreed on in discussions with 
King Saud ultimately will lead 
to “unification of the armed 
forces” of the two countries 
“within the frame of the Arab 
League.” 

Salem denounced what he 
called Western intrigues under- | 
taken, he said, in attempts to 
shatter the Arab world. He ac- | 
cused the Western .powers of | 
luring some Arab states to join | 
the Turkish-Pakistani pact with 
promises of a deluge of Ameri- | 
can military and economic aid | 
in return. 

“Egypt and Arabia are de- 
termined to reject any such 
aid.” Salem said. 

“We cannot believe any con- 
scientious Arab -leader even 
would think of co-operating 
with those who still form a men- 
ace to all of us by stationing 
their imperialistic forces in the 
heart of the Arab world and 
who a few years ago carved up 
a part of our lands and granted 
it to Zionists.” 

Although he did not name 
Iraq, it was understood Salem’s |

United States aid as a prelude | 
to open participation in the 
Turkish-Pakistani alliance.

Certainly, East had every 


right to come in with his four- 
diamond call, but the result was 
nevertheless a 500-point penal- 
ty. Thus, it is implicit that the 
responsibility lay with West; his 
takeout double of one spade, of 
all suits, left much to be de- 
sired—and, of course, this is 
particularly true in the light of 
East's initial pass. If South had 
opened with a diamond, there 
might have been some logic in 
West's double, but West was 
simply not good enough to force 
a two-level response from part- 


ner. 

At the other table the Ameri- 
can South did open with one 
diamond, and the French West 
did double. The eventual out- 
come was that East landed the 
contract at two diamonds, un- 
doubled. The swing on the 
board should have been even 
greater than it was, since East 
should have won eight tricks 
without difficulty, but he some- 
how or other managed to go 
down two, so the actual net 
profit to France was only 300 
points. Still, even 300 points 
is a high price to pay for a take- 
out double (of one spade) which

Some Advice on 
Rabies Control

Rabies, however, is a year- 
round threat but during the 
warm months more children and 
dogs are outdoors, which in- 
creaseg the chances for contract- 
ing and spreading the disease.

SO FAR this year the Public 
Health laboratory has examined 
66 animal brains and found 
seven to be positive for rabies. 
This means that rabies is en- 
demic in this area and children 
must be protected by teaching 
them not to play with or even 
go near a strange dog. 

There is no know cure for 
rabies and since death is certain 
once the symptoms appear it is 
vitally important that ‘all animal 
bites be seen by a physician as 
soon as possible after they oc- 
cur, and for the biting animal to 
be held in quarantine for 11 
days, either at the City Dog 
Pound or by a private veteri- 
narian. 


There are four steps for con- 
trolling rabies in a community: 
(1) set up, under health depart- 
ment direction, a properly staffed 
service for the impounding and 
destruction of stray and owner- 
less dogs; (2) require that dogs 
be vaccinated annually against 
rabies as a prerequisite to li- 
censing; (3) obtain police vigi- 
lance in the punishment of li- 
cense violations, and (4) educate 
the public to the knowledge that 
the roaming, unimmunized dog 
is the key to epidemic rabies.
